Working age people can receive an award of up to 
85% of their Council Tax through the Council Tax 
Reduction Scheme. This award is means tested and 
available to those whose income is below an amount 
set by the Council. 


Those who receive support through the Council 

Tax Reduction Scheme, but are unable to pay the 
remaining 15% of their Council Tax, may be able to 
get extra help through the Council Tax Discretionary 
Fund — a pot of money to provide short term 
assistance to those in financial difficulties. 


Those who apply for the fund are also able to access 
advice around debt and money management.
